Speeding Cyclist Dragged 75

The lives of two men were crushed 
out yesterday in traffic mishaps. The 
dead are T. William Bitner, 28 years 
old, 3605 M street northwest, and Lee 
Ong, 35, a Chinese, whose address had 
not been established definitely last 
night. 

Bitner was fatally injured in a wild 
motorcycle drive along Canal road 
northwest and died two hours after he 
was taken to Emergency Hospital. A 
heavy truck, owned by The Evening 


Chinese, who was standing at John 
Marshall place and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue northwest, and, after killing him, 
failed to stop, according to police. 

The investigation into Bitner’s death 
by Seventh Precinct police revealed that 
he was driving along Canal road, one- 
half mile from New Cut road north- 
west, at a terrific rate of speed, when 
the front tire exploded. The motor- 
cycle overturned and Bitner was dragged 
75 feet before the vehicle crashed into 
an electric light pole. The motorcycle 
was demolished. 


Skall Was Fractured. 

Bitner was lifted from the wreckage 
by J. P.: Cassidy, a taxicab driver, of 
2520 L street northwest, and hurried 
to the hospital.-“Dr. Clyde Cantrell, of 
the hospital staff, found he had re- 
ceived a broken skull, fractures of the 
right collar bone and arm and severe 
cuts and bruises. Dr. J. Ramsay Ney- 
itt, coroner, certified the death was 
due to an accident.

PLANES “RAID” LONDON: 
“BOMB AND BURN” CITY 


Capital’s Weather Gives No 
Protection, Maneuvers 
in Air Reveal. 


FAST DEFENDERS NEEDED 


London, July 31 (A.P.).—While the 
tripartite naval disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva argued over the size of 
gums and cruisers; London was 
“bombed, burned and laid waste” in 
the five-day spectacular mimic aerial 
-| warfare which ended last night. The 
air maneuvers concluded with the last 
of 105 air raids, which were launched 
day and night from English coastal 
points. 

The British capital fell an easy prey 
to the attackers, in the opinion of many 
aeronautical experts, who followed the 
sham battles. The full results of these 
encounters, however, will not be known 
unfil the complete reports of the nu- 
merous military umpires have been 
sifted and thoroughly investigated. 

One of the striking lessons learned 
is that English weather affords no im- 
breed from air attacks. Tests have

An important conqjusion of the week 
is the necessity for building the speed- 
iest type of fighting planes with rapid 
climbing power. It has been proved 
that attacking bombers can reach the 
heart of London within 12 minutes 
from the time they cross the’ channel 
coastline; that these attackers can drop 
bombs on the city and be off again be- 
fore the defense planes can get into 
the air to intercept them.

Imposed 
Upon Motorists Guilty of 
Dangerous Offenses. 


Carelessness in backing automobiles 
and in turning around in the street

Office of the director of traffic. 

Backing automobiles and turning in 
the street are always dangerous, offi- 
clals point out, and are to be dis- 
couraged. In turning, the motorist 
should form a set habitude of careful- 
ness. 

“Especially is backing to be discour- 
aged. The motorist should back an au- 
tomobile only when coming out from 
a curb or in slight maneuvers when en- 
tering. & parking space. ere may be 
situations in which the motorist finds 
it necessary to back a car slightly. The 
idea, however, is that he should back 
an automobile only when absolutely 
necessary. 


Should Predetermine Route. 


And as to turning in the street, the 
motorist would do well to so-prede- 
termine his route of travel so that he 
may turh in the street as little as possi- 
ble. 

This predetermination of a route of 
If a motorist 


precisely how he is to get there he will 
be able to devote more attention to 
driving to the chosen destination, After 
all, it is the driving which is most im- 
portant and demands the whole pres- 
ence of mind and attention of the 
driver. 

Turning in the street is a thing 
which motorists should practice in the 
suburbs. The motorist should be care- 
ful that it does not become too common 
with him. The dangerous twins, lazi- 
ness and carelessness, are likely to make 
a habit of it. . 

However, every motorist will occa- 
sicnally find it necessary to do so, and 
when a necessity the motorist should 
take heed that he performs the turn 
with his automobile under full control 
and in strict accordance with the regu- 
lations. In the first place, of course, 
he should give the left-hand signal. 
That is imperative. 

The regulation governing turning !n 
the street is as follows: 

“No vehicle shall be turned about 
between intersecting streets on @ny 
highway in the District unless sden 
turn can be made without backing.” 

When Backing Is Not Desirable. 

There is one thing in connection with 
backing that should -be stressed with 
emphasis. 

Under no- conditions should a motor- 
ist back an automobile in the middle 
of the street, or in heavy traffic. Mo- 
torists take chances by doing it occa- 
sionally; at times they will back a con- 
siderable distance. Perhaps they do 
not realize, however, how Traffic Bu- 
reau officials look on. this practice. 

Any motorist apprehended in the act 


the charge of reckless driving. A stiff 
penalty may be incurred. 

No motorist would think of driving 
an automobile blindfold in a place 
where the slightest move might result 
in a collision with another vehicle, or: 
in striking a pedestrian. Yet he might 


fold as back a vehicle without makipg 
a careful survey of all traffic behind 
him, and backing the vehicle cautiously 
at every instant, with a close watch on 
the shifting traffic. This pertains, of 
course, to backing from a curb. How- 
ever, to back a vehicle from a curb 
on “instinct,” that is, without looking, 
is worse than driving a vehicle forward 
blindfold, for three reasons. 


Travels Against Moving Traffic. 


In the first place, the vehicle is trav- 
éling almost at right angles to moving 
traffic. In the second place, it.is trav- 
eling in a direction that is against the 
moving traffic, causing heavier impact

He should see that the 
street is clear. It is folly to try to turn 
around in the midst of heavy traffic. 
One of the worst traffic offenders 
police have to contend with is the 
motorist who pulls owt from a curb at 
high speed without giving the hand 
signal or sounding the horn, or backs 
out in the same way. This type of 
motorist either pulls out recklessly 
and starts down the street at full 
speed, or pulls out and turns around 
rapidly in the street, without giving 
the hand signal.

is known that the administration will 
be inclinéd to hold tax reduction down 
to a point from which there will be no 
necessity of an increase to meet any 
futu-* naval plans. 


Views About Formed. 


In so far as*next year is concerned, 
it is pointed out, a reduction of $450,- 
000,000 could be stood even with the 
deficiency bill and flood relief to be 
taken care of. To do this, however, 
would mean that naval expenditures 
would have to be held fairly close to 
the current budget. 

Any naval building authorizations of 
the next session: of Congress would not 
be felt immediately, of ‘coyrse, but if 
taxes are reduced too-close to the ex-

would have to be increased when the 
new naval expenditures began.

Presbyterian Official Declares 
Sect Loses 60,000 Yearly 
Through Erasures. 


FEWER JOIN COMMUNIONS 


New York, July 31 (A.P.).—The front 
door of the church: needs to be watched 
more than the back door, to solve the 
problem of shrinkage in church mem- 
bership gains, Dr. Herman C. Weber, 
director of every-member mobilization 
for the Presbyterian Church, deciared 
in a statement issued today. 


Commenting on a report by the con- 
tinuation, committee of the _ inter- 
church conference concerning church 
membership ‘losses, Director Weber said 
“the serious. losses, which seem to be 
affecting the membership of the va- 
rious larger communions are, doubt- 
less, those which come through erasure 
or removal of names from church rolls 
because of indifference, alienation, re- 
moval or disappearance of members.” 

The Presbyterian Church, he added, 
reports approximately 60.000 such 
erasures annually and the Congrega- 
tionalists about 30,000. Pointing out 
that these “back-door losses” must be 
counterbalanced by heavy gains 
through new members, Mr. Weber de- 
clared that the continuation commit- 
tee’s report apparently did not take 
into account the relationship of losses 
to the total membership involved. 

He added that the ratio of losses 
to total membership “is actually de- 
creasing in several communions.” The 
present rate of losses .annually, by 
other processes than death or regular 
dismissals is about 3 per cent, and 
this percentage “is apparently univer- 
sal,” although this percentage “is far 
too large,” Director Weber said, “It is 
not threatening, especially as it seems 
to be on the decrease.” “The real 
threatening point,” he continued, “is 
at the front door of the church, where 
the stream of those entering the 
churches in the last sixteen or eighteen 
months seems to be growing much 
thinner.” 

The smaller number of those re- 
ported received on confession in most 
of the communions during t=2 past 
year and a half, he said, accounts for 
the reduced net increase in meimber- 
ship, which Dr. N. K. Carroll, who

BY MONTREAL THRONES 


Royal Party’s Arrival From 
Quebec Is a Signal for 
Hectic Greetings. 


REACH CITY ON STEAMER 


Montreal, Que. July 31 (A.P.)— 
Greeted by ships’ sirens, motor horns 
and the cheers of thousands,’ the 
Prince of Wales, Prince George and 
Stanley Baldwin, prime minister of 
Great Britain, arrived in Montreal this 
evening, 

The party had left Quebec this 
morning and made,the’ trip from the 
capital to the eastern metropolis by 
river steamer. Electric lights on harbor 
buildings, sheds and elevators made it 
as bright as day as the steamship St. 
Lawrence, bearing the royal party, 
steamed into the harbor. 

His Royal Highness was greeted on 

board the steamer by Senator Mac- 
Dougald, chairman of the harbor com- 
mission; Brig. Gen. W. B. King and 
Mayor Mederic Martin of Montreal. 
. After presentations were over, the 
prince and his suite, accompanied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin were driven 
through lanes of cheering thousands 
from the harbor front to the Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel, which will be their 
— for the 35 hours they are in the 
city. 

Quebec, July 31 (A.P).—The Prince 
of Wales, his brother, Prince George, 
and Premier Stanley Baldwin. who are 
in Canada to take part in the diamond 
jubilee confederation celebrations, had 
& respite today so far as official en- 
gagements were concerned. The three 
distinguished guests attended church 
services at the Anglican Cathedral, the 
Cathedral of the Holy Trinity. The two 
princes went to the church services 
bareheaded and wearing business suits, 
while Premier Baldwin was in formal 
morning attire.

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‘BIG: SHIP'S RUNWAY 
FOR HOP-OFF TODAY 


Ocean Flies Satisfied That 
Test on Leviathan Is 
to Be Success. 


DESTROYERS PREPARED 
FOR SHARE IN TASK 


Old Glory, Bertaud’s Aero for 
His Flight to Rome, Is 
Formally Named. 


New York, July 31 (AP.).—After 
looking over his plane, Clarence D. 
Chamberlin today made a final inspec- 
tion of the temporary runway con- 
structed aboard the United States liner 
Leviathan, from which he plans to hop 
off tomorrow 30 miles off Fire Island to 
fly to the Teterboro Airport at Has- 
brouck Heights, N. J. 

Chamberlin will make the flight to 
test the feasibility of launching air- 
planes, from liners to hasten the landing 
of passengers and mail. 

The runway, which has been con- 
structed above the superstructure of 
the ship, is 114 feet long and declines 
at a 3 per cent grade from starboard to 
port to within 10 feet of the side of the 
ship, where it is level for the actuai 
take-off. 


The transatlantic flier after going | 


over the runway expressed confidence 
that the flight from the ship to shore 
could be made successPully. 

Chamberlin estimated that his plane 
will be traveling at 30 miles an hour 
when he reaches the side of the ship, 
and that this speed, with the 24 miles 
an hour at which the Leviathan will be 
steaming, will give him an actual take- 
off speed of 54 miles an hour. 


Liner to Face Wind. 


The liner will be headed up into the 
wind for the take-off to give the plane 
the advantage of the additional lifting 
power of a head wind. 

Two Navy destroyers and a Coast 
Guard destroyer will convoy the liner 
until the hop-off, and Chamberlin is on 
his way to the airport. The Leviathan 
will keep in radio communication with 
the flying field until Chamberlin is re- 
ported to have landed there.’ 

The destroyer Lawrence will stand by 
a mile from the liner and the destroyer 
Humphries will cruise half way between 
the Leviathan and the shore to give aid 
in case of accident to the plane after 
she leaves the ship. The Coast Guard 
destroyer will carry newspaper men and 
photographers and stay close enough 
to the liner to afford a good view of the 
take-off. 

The Leviathan’s new rainbow beacon 
light, which it will test this trip in 
foggy weather, will be used to penetrate 
the fog for Chamberlin in event of 
thick weather at the time of the start. 

Chamberlin will carry 36 gallons of 
gas, sufficient to give him a cruising 
radius of 300 miles, which will permit 
him to stay aloft long enough to find a 
safe landing should fog obscure the 
route to Teterboro airport. 


Old Glory Named. 


Old Glory, the Fokker monoplane in 
which Lloyd W. Bertaud and James D. 
Hill. plan a flight to Rome and return, 
was formally named today. The Italian 
Ambassador, Nobile Giacomo de Mar- 
tino, and a group of public officials 
and Army and Navy men witnessed the 
ceremony, which, despite rain, attracted 
a large crowd, including many Italians. 

The naming took place at Curtiss 
Field where the plane will be conditioned 
for the transatlantic flight, sponsored 
by William Randolph Hearst. 

Representative F. H. LaGuardia, of 
New York, was master of ceremonies. 
Miss Theresa Tassoni named the ship. 
Others at the ceremony were F. Tru- 
bee Davison, Assistant Secretary of War 
in charge of aviation; Maj. Gen. James 
H. McRae, commander of the Second 
Corps Area, and Admiral Charles P. 
Plunkett, in command of the Third 
Naval District. 

After the ceremony; Bertaud and Hill 
took the plane on a half hour flight 
with Representative LaGuardia and 
Maj. Gen. McRae as passengers. The 
flight was made in a heavy downpour, 


Capt. Courtney Sees 
Sea Flight Nearer 


Southampton, England, July 31 
(A.P.).—“At last the Atlantic weather 
shows signs of improving,” said Capt. 
F. T. Courtney, the British aviator, 
tonight after receiving the evening 
bulletin concerning the storm which 
has been holding up his projected 
flight to New York. 

Despite this more favorable report, 
however, Capt. Courtney was unable to 
fix the date of his hop-off definitely. 
He said he hoped to start within two 
or three days. Work on the radio 
equipment has been in progress and 
it was declared tonight to be “ready 
for all practical purposes.” The aviator 
today discussed the preparations that 
have been made for his arrival at New 
York.

Downpour; Ship Goes On 
to Scott Field.

WATER ADDS TO WEIGHT 


Buffalo, -N. ¥., July 31 (A.P.).—After) 
hovering over this city for seven hours 
early today, the Army semirigid diri- 
gible RS-1 was forced to resume its 
flight from Lakehurst, N. J., to Scott 
Field, Ill., without stopping here, due 
to weight added by a heavy rain falling 
at the time. 

Arriving at 1 o’clock this morning, 
three hours ahead of schedule, the ship 
was turned toward the beacon light at 


the municipal airport, and a message 
was dropped telling the airport officials 
to be ready for a landing at 4 o’clock, 
its scheduled time. At 4 o’clock, how- 
ever, the storm continued and the craft 
remained aloft four hours more. A sec- 
ond message told of the decision to con- 
tinue the flight. 

A few feet from the spot where the 
RS-1 would have been moored, Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s tranatlantic air- 
plane, the Spirit of St. Louis, was 
housed in a hangar. The possibility of 
seeing both craft drew thousands of 
persons to the airport. 

Lieut. Edgar M. Fogelsonger, auxil- 
lary pilot of the air vessel, who came 
here yesterday by airplane from Lake- 
hurst, N. J., to arrange for the landing, 
explained to airport officials that at 
least 500 pounds had been added to 
the weight of the craft by the heavy 
rain. 

Despite the downpour, hundreds of 
persons were at the field by midnight to 
watch for the RS-l. Those who came 
before 8 o’clock today were rewarded 
by the sight of the huge cigar-shaped 
bulk drifting listlessly above, its red 
and green running lights gleaming 
dimly through the mist. 

Shortly before 8 a. m. a note was 
dropped from the dirigible. “Ship too 
heavy to make landing,” Col. John A. 
Paegelow, its commander, wrote. “Am 
heading west. Ask Ford airport by ur- 
gent wire to stand by to take us at 
the mast this atfernoon, if necessary.” 

Not long ufter the RS-1 had turned 
its nose toward the west, the rain 
stopped. 

Lieut. Fogelsonger said that appar- 
ently the chief concern of Col. Paege- 
low was not the lack of a mooring mast 
here, but that the ship might have dif- 


ficulty in rising because of the added 
weight.

Los Angeles, July 31 (A.P.).—A “50- 
50” split of the fortune Aimee Semple 
McPherson and her mother, Mrs. Min- 
nie Kennedy, have amassed in their 
religious activities of the last few years 
was declared today by Mrs. Kennedy to 
be the sole basis upon which she would 
consider settlement of her feud with 
her evangelist daughter. 

Mrs. Kennedy listed property sur- 
rounding Angelus Temple and which 
she said should be divided in any set- 
tlement. Of the properties she listed, 
$65,000 worth were said to have been 
acquired during the last year. She 
would not go into details concerning 
the amount of money involved in her 
plan of settlement, but said that the 
huge temple and the magnificent Bible 
school which adjoins it would not enter 
into consideration. : 

The mother and former business 
manager of the Temple evanvelist em- 
phatically declared that under no cir- 
cumstances would she enter upon a 
plan of ending the present squabble 
with her daughter which would affect 
the future of the temple. 


Wants Equal Division. 


She declared that her demand for an 
equal division of the personal wealth 
accumulated in the religious enterprises 
was based on the same principle as 
that which governs the “grubstaking” 
of prospectors. 

Mrs. McPherson didn’t have anything 
when I joined her,” her mother said, 
“and it was my money which financed 
our work and which ultimately brought 
sister to the leadership of the greatest 
individual church in America. * 

“When we started we agreed to go 
50-50 on everything we made during 
the ensuing years, and it is upon that 
agreement that I want her to settle.” 

Tod much watermelon and lemonade 
interfered with conferences with her 
daughter, Mrs. Kennedy told reporters. 

“T can’t talk to her,” she _ said. 
“Every time I try to talk to her at a 
conference she just eats watermelon 
and drinks lemonade.” 

“T have never been asked to entertain 
a proposition as coming directly from 
Mrs. McPherson,” Mrs. Kennedy. con- 
tinued, declaring all of the so-called 
plans for a settlement have been those 
drafted by a committee which Mrs. 
Kennedy refuses to recognize as having 
authority to submit a proposal. 


Might Stay If Asked. 


Mrs. Kennedy indicated that while 
she would entertain an offer to remain 
in the temple in an advisory capacity 
to Mrs. McPherson, she doubted she 
said, that it would prove practicable. 

“Not one single bona-fide offer has 
been made to me,” she said. “I am 
the only one who has made such a 
move. Of course I am willing to step 
out and have been for several years. 
Aimee knows it and so does the so- 
called church committee. 

“If Aimee would come to me herself 
and forget about this church commit- 
tee it could all be settled in a very short 
time. All this talk about. my “taking 
trips around the world and buying one 
way tickets to Alaska and China is 
poppycock. I have nothing but love 
in my heart:for Mrs. McPherson and 
she knows it. 

“Of course I forgive her for the things 
she has said about me, but one thing 
has hurt me more than anythigg else. 

“When she said I was crazy and ques- 
tioned my mentality it almost killed 
me—and She repeated it over the radio 
too.”

Sudden Return Gives Rise to 
Rumor Hs Is Seeking 
Another Pilot. 


SUIT MAY TIE UP PLANE 


Paris, July 31 (A.P.).—The trans- 
atlantic airplane Columbia remained 
behind well-barred doors today, in- 
visible to the crowd of spectators who 


arrived at Le Bourget to inspect the 
wonders of the great French airport. 
This gave a filip to the talk of discord 
between Charles A. Levine, owner of the 
Columbia, and Maurice Drouhin, the 
French aviator, who his been expecting 
to pilot the plane on a return flight to 
America. 

Drouhin was absent from Le Bourget 
today. It was only when the owner re- 
turned by air’from England at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon that the great iron doors 
of the hangar were opened to give him 
a chance to see that the Columbia was 
still there. Mr. Levine glanced hastily 
over. the machine, and then took pas- 
sage in an airplane again for England. 

The unannounced\ departure of Mr. 

Levine so soon after his arrival from 
Nottingham, caused considerable com- 
ment in. aviation circles. There was 
some speculation as) to whether he 
might be returning to England to seek 
another and more pliable pilot to re+ 
place the Frenchman. 
- Meantime Aviator Drouhin has de- 
clared he is unwilling to go ahead 
with the trials of the Columbia until 
a’ final contract is signed and he 
knows exactly where he stands. His 
representatives have announced that 
if Mr. Levine attempts to turn the 
Columbia over to any other pilot than 
Drouhin, suit will be brought. - They 
say that this would result in the se- 
questrating of the airplane and the 
holding up of the return flight until 
the French courts had dealt with the 
case. 

Mr. Levine and his official repre- 
sentative have reiterated that every- 
thing is harmonious in the Columbia 
camp. 


30,000 White Women 
Reported in Slavery 


London, July 31 (A.P.).—The Sun- 
day Express prints a statement attrib- 
uted to a member of the League of 
Nations Armenian Relief Commission, 
charging that 30,000 white persons, 
mostly women, still are in slavery in 
Syria. They are a remnant from the 
Turkish deportations or Armenians in 


The Express adds that Miss Karen 
Jeppe, of Denmark, for many years a 
missionary in the Near East and now 
member of the Armenian Relief, Com- 
mission, ‘has rescued about 1,500 of 
these women slaves by smuggling them 
out of harems, but has encountered 
almost insuperable difficulties in this 
desperate work. Most of those rescued 
had been tattooed to prevent escape 
and some show marks of whippings. 


“Tiger” Up at Dawn 
For Trip to Seaside 


Paris, July 31 (A.P.).—Georges Clem- 
enceau, the “Tiger” of France, was up 
before dawn today preparing for his 
annual trip to his seaside retreat on 
the Vendee coast.

Antievolution Statutes Are 
Goal, Dr. A. C. Dieffen- 
bach Announces. 


MODERNISTS TO RESIST 


Williamstown, Mass., July 31 (AP.). 
The fundamentilists are organizing a 
nation-wide campaign to write anti- 
evolutionist legislation into the statutes 
of every State in the Union, Dr. Al- 


bert C. Dieffenbach, editor of the 
Christian Register and modernist lead- 
er, said here today. 

Dr. Dieffenbach, who is attending the 
institute of politics now in session 
here, announced that he was gathering 
modernistic forces to combat the al- 
leged onslaught of the fundamentalists. 

The world Christian fundamentalist 
organization, under the leadership of 
the Rev. Dr. W. B. Riley, of Minneapolis, 
is organizing a systematic p6litical drive 
to throttle the teaching of evolution 
ani implant fundamentalism by statute 
in every State in the Union, Dr. Dief- 
fenbach asserted. 

Well-organized fundamentalist ac- 
tivities, Dr. Dieffenbach said, now are 
being carried on in at least 22 States 
and it is part of the plan to impose 
antievolution measures even in the 
States of Pennsylvania and New York. 

Modernists were helpless against the 
threatened onslaught of the funda- 
mentalists and were without organiza- 
tion or leadership, Dr. Dieffenbach said. 
He predicted that the impending drive 
against evolution would exceed in bit- 
terness and persistence the campaign 
of the Antisaloon League to bring about 
adoption of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment and the prohibition laws. 


WINE GROWERS WANT: 
PROHIBITION PROTEST 


French Call U. S. Law Crime 
Against Commercial 
Liberty of Men. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, July 31—The French wine 
growers have lodged a’ formal demand 
that the government protest against 
American prohibition as a crime against 
commercial liberty at the next meet- 
ing of the League of Nations. 

Aroused by the combined action of 
Finland, Poland and Sweden, who are 
attempting to force the discussion of 
alcoholism from the point of view of 
an international menace onto the 
league agenda, for the next meeting, 
the powerful French interests. headed 
by Edouard Barthe, chairman of the 
parliamentary group representing Bor- 
deaux, Burgundy, Champagne and oth- 
er wine areas, have countered with an 
attack on prohibition. 

M. Barthe declared today that he had 
drawn Foreign Minister Briand’s atten- 
tion to the world-wide propaganda in 
favor of various forms of. prohibition 
which is handicapping the French in- 
dustry. 

M. Barthe said he had insisted that 
M. Briand either keep the proposal of 
the “Nordics” off the league agenda 
or beat them to it with an attack on 
the whole prohibition question. The 
wine group of parliament declared that 
it will oppose the appropriation of 
the French’ share of the league’s ex- 
pense if Geneva is used as a forum to 
spread propaganda aimed at French 
prosperity.

“When such things as trial marriage 
and so-called companionate marriages 
are being openly commended to our 
young people by university professors 
and others,” he said, “it is time that 
those of us who believe in Christ and

“Trial marriage is, of course, not 
marriage at all, but simple harlotry, 
and calling it by a new name does not 
make it any better. ‘Companionate 
marriage, as it is grandiloquently 
| termed, is nothing but a proposal to 
sanction prostitution and to legalize 
free love. And itis time also to say 
‘that the Paris divorces granted to rich 
Americans which are helping to make - 
mockery of marriage are a dishonor 
to France, even as the flood of divorces 
in our own land are a dishonor to 
America and a@ menace to our life as a 
nation. 

“We all love France and admire Paris, 
but the present issuing of Paris di- 
vorces to Americans is a scandalous and 
shameful thing, an abuse which ought 
to be corrected, and I do not hesitate 
to say this here in this city, for I know 
that the clergy of France and all d- 
fearing Frenchmen and Frenchwon*n 
will say this as strongly as I do.”

Small wonder, in view of the heavy ex- 
penditures for naval expenditures and

A RIFT IN “AL’S” LUTE. 

Storm rumblings in the wigwam presages a 
war between Tammany and its idol, Gov. *‘Al” 
Smith. For some years past the two great 
political parties of New York State have united 
in indorsing candidates for the principal places 
in the judiciary whenever a vacancy existed or 
was impending. This agreement to renounce 
partisanship in the selection of judges has re- 
sulted in the election of a very high-type of 
jurists. 

In conformity with this “‘gentlemen’s agree- 
ment’? Gov. Smith has let it be known that he 
favors the nomination of Judge Charles C. 
Nott for a secqnd term in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions. Judge Nott is a Republican, if 
anything, but he was elected fourteen years 
ago on a fusion ticket. He has never been 
satisfactory, from a political standpoint, to the 
Tammany leaders, who are said to be in. open 


cokiference, added to’ the Seragutti- will 
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revolt against the governor because of his in 


dorsement of Judge-Nott. 

This, however, is the aftermath of the mild 
storm created by Gov. Smith when he selected 
Judge O’Brien as the successor of Judge Cor- 
dozo on the bench of the Court of Appeals. He 
failed to consult Tammany on that occasion,. 
but preferred to be guided by the advice and 
wishes of the other members of that court, 
who were unanimous in recommending Judge 
O’Brien. It is understood to have been the 
governor’s “plan, in expressing himself as fa- 
vorable to the renomination of Judge Nott, to 
assure the Republican indorsement of Judge 
O’Brien, who must be elected in November, as 
his appointive term will expire with the year. 

The organization has positively refused to 
be influenced by the action of Gov. Smith, and. 
absolutely declines to join in the indorsement. 
While this family row is in progress the Re- 
publicans are “‘layin’ low’’ and smiling broadly. 
Should they, in their State convention, refuse 
indorsement of the candidacy of Judge 
O’Brien in retaliation for the rejection by 
Tammany of the indorsement of Judge Nott, 
the coming campaign, which promised to be 
the tamest election in the State for many 
years, may develop into an exceedingly acri- 
monious scrap. This would not enhance the 
fortunes of Gov. Smith in the ’28 campaign, 
whatever might be the effect upon the State 
judiciary. 


SOLACE TO THE SOUL. 


The Bureau of Railway Economics reports 
that during 1926 more watermelons were 
shipped than ever before in history. Rail ship- 
ments last year amounted to 54,700 carloads, 
an increase of more than 7,000 cars, or 15 
per cent, over the previous high record of 
1922. The average annual shipment for the 
period 1922-26 was slightly more than 45,000 
carloads, 

If outward indications providé any basis of 
estimate, it seems safe-to predict that the 1927 
watermelon shipments will exceed those of 
1926. Every one this year seems to be par- 
taking of the delicacy. In restaurants water- 
melon is ever present. Surely home consump- 
tion has not dropped off any. The fruit is en- 
joying unparalled popularity, as well it should. 

Watermelon is typically American, It has 


become such a universal institution throughout 


the country, however, that Americans are apt 
to forget what fortunate people they are. 
What can compare to its flavor? Sweet, succu- 
lent, juicy—on a hot summer day nothing else 
tastes quite so good, nothing else is quite so 
cooling. Misguided individuals who persist in 
the statement that they do not care for water- 
melon and that jit has no distinctive flavor, 
have never really tasted’ it. There can be no 
two ways about it. Watermelons belong with 
strawberries and with cherry pie in the too 
short list of heaven-sent blessings created to 
soothe the soul of man.

For a generation there had been a dispute 
between Newfoundland, the oldest of Eng- 
land’s colonies, and the Province of Quebec

Labrador. Early in the present year the privy 
council decided that Newfoundland is the 
rightful owner of upward of 100,000 square 
miles of the mainland of the North American 
continent. This territory is rich in minerals, 
timber and potential water power. But New- 
foundland has not the capital with which to 
develop these resources, and the only way in

PECULIARITIES OF LADDERS. 


The Ladder Manufacturers Association of 
America is attempting to evolve the perfect 
ladder. What is sought is a device to obviate 
the necessity of another person holding the 
bottom of the ladder every time it is used; for 
the public, according to.an official spokesman 
of the association, is timorous about using a 
ladder that is not supported by a second 
person. 


The statement is true. Yet even the non- 
skid ladder, as great a boon as it would be, 
is not enough. Ladders are dangerous in other 
ways, and while the association is about it, 
it might as well consider the entire problem. 
For instance, there is the superstition that to 
walk beneath a ladder brings certain bad luck. 
The public believes it, and circumvents mis- 
fortune by the simple expedient of walking 
around a ladder. Yet in London the other 
day, an immaculately dressed man paused -at 
a ladder and proceeded to walk around it. A 
painter above upset a can of black paint. It 
in turn knocked over. a pot of white paint, and 
the combination fell upon the unfortunate 
pedestrian. Had he walked beneath the ladder 
he would have escaped. Two days-later, an- 
other gentleman stepped into the gutter to 
avoid walking beneath a ladder, and was 
knocked down and injured by an automobile, 

These London ladders did not run true to 
form, and if the mishaps are to continue, the 
public will have to change its entire attitude 
toward walking under ladders. Either it is 
unlucky, or it is lucky, and the public must- 
know in order to determine which policy to 
adopt. It is up to the ladder manufacturers 
to cease making ladders that do not know their 
‘own attributes. After that, they can turn their 
attention to the nonskid variety. 


HEAVY TRUCKS. 

The Commissioners have been asked by a 
property owner to further reduce the speed and 
load limits of motor trucks. The complain- 
ant calls attention to the fact that heavy trucks 
do considerable damage to property, and that 
vibrations caused by their movement through 
the streets may be felt in buildings as far re- 
moved from the curb as 50 or even 100 feet. 

Several considerations are involved in the 
request. There can be no question that: the 
heavy truck is a nuisance, and that its vibra- 
tions not only cause property damage but also 
are destructive of sleep and public peace of 
mind. Yet the large truck is an economic unit. 
Two small trucks.can not haul an equal load 
as cheaply as one large one, and should the 
load limit be further reduced the trucking bill 
of the community is bound to increase. Large 
trucks at slow speeds do not cause vibrations. 
Yet here again economics enters in, for the 
more trips a carrier can make during the 
working day the cheaper. will be the haulage 
costs. 

The older loca] streets are not constructed 
for heavy hauling. Not only do they transmit 
vibration but they weaken and break down 
under the load. Possibly as new streets are 
laid the problem will solve itself, for the mod- 
ern street is built for modern traffic and can 
handle the load without breaking down and 
without transmitting yibrations. In the mean- 
time, both property owners and truck opera- 
tors are entitled to a full hearing. There are 
two sides to the question, between which pos- 
sibly a compromise can be reached. | 


THE WHIRLWIND MOTOR. 

In the final analysis, the fixed determina- 
tion of an extremely reticent man ‘made pos- 
sible the record-breaking flights of Lindbergh, 
Chamberlin, Byrd and Maitland. The end of 
the World War saw only-Wwater-cooled engines 
in use in airplanes, and few if. any. aviators 
foresaw practical development .of the air- 


cooled motor. In 1916, however, Charles 
Lanier Lawrence became convinced, that the 
air-cooled type, which eliminated the weight 
of water, radiator and plumbing, was superior 
to any other, and despite skepticism and limit- 
ed funds he stuck consistenly to: his experi- 
ments, ?, | 

Finally he constructed: his first two-cylinder, 
28-horsepower engine, * subsequently, fol- 
lowing the same design, built others of in- 
creased power and with. fewer deficiencies. 
Finally, in 1920, he attracted the attention 
of the Government, and produced for the 
Navy a fixed radial, air-cooled engine of 200 
horsepower. Two years later, finally having 
convinced aero.engineers of the efficiency of 
the air-cooled principle, he joined the Wright : 
Aeronautical Corporation. Since then he has 
produced seven engines, each more highly de- 
veloped than its predecessor, with the latest of 
which the four American planes conquered 
two oceans. The story of the designer of the 
“Whirlwind” engine is told in: the August 
Review of Reviews, ee ecg aS 

The motor is the heart of the plane. Only 
as long as it functions perfectly will the plane 
be able to stay aloft. Unlike other power 
plants, the airplane engine never gets a rest. 
or a letdown while it is in operation, but must 
continue to pull constantly, evenly and power- 
fully. Through its four gruelling tests the 
motor designed by Lawrence has come through 
handsomely. That, in itself, must be all the 
reward he desires for the years of discouraging

To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: The 
concluding paragraph in your editorial 
this morning o Re Ritchie’s sugges- 
tion of an organization of governors to 
defend and protect the rights of the 
States reads: “If the States wish to re- 
cover their original integrity and to as- 
sert their rightful powers, let them 
move for the repeal-of the eighteenth 
amendment and quit swapping their 
rights for a Federal appropriation.” 

The eighteenth is not the only 
amendment which invades the rights 
of the States »to govern themselves, 
Originally each State had, and exer- 
cised, the right to determine who among 
the residents should exercise the right 
of suffrage. Constitutional amendments 
have taken that right away from them, 
While we are correcting the mistakes 
in the Constitution as suggested by the 
paragraph quoted let us extend the cor- 
recting process and make a clean sweep 
of all the constitutional provisions 
which invade the rights of the States 
as they originally existed, and get back 
to the first principles of the Govern- 
ment. With the various amendments 
added to our Constitution the Govern- 
ment of today is not the Government 
founded by our fathers.

Aoshi of General Mo- 
tors to Stock Leadership 
Is a Feature. 


BUYING OF STEEL GOES 
AHEAD AT A GOOD RATE 


Oil Industry Still Suffering; 
Commodity Prices Hold 
Fairly Steady. 


New York, July 31 # (Associated 
Press).—Ascendanc:’ of General Motors 
Corporation as the premier industrial 
organization in the world, in point of 
earning capacity, was the outstanding 
feature of last week. in the world of 
business. Earnings for the first half 
of 1927 amounted to the enormous ag- 
gregate of more than $129,000,000, sur- 
passed only once in history, and never 
in peace time, The only corporation 


which ever exceeded the current earn- 
ings of General Motors was the United 
States Steel Corporation in the war 

ar of 1916. Steel earnings for the 
fitst six months ot 1927, while not 
unsatisfactory, did not reach the 
$100,000,000 mark. 

Business as a whole made a reason- 
ably fair showing during the week. 
Steel displayed numerous signs of pick- 
ing up, and predictions of high execu- 
tives in the industry pointed to a 
steadily expanding scale of operations 
during the remainder of the year. Buy- 
ing of structural steel and material 
used in the manufacture of farm im- 
plements was progressing at a good 
rate, on a hand-to-mouth basis, but 
material used in building railway roll- 


ding stock was slow. Steel scrap prices, 


tightened somewhat. but pig iron quo- 
tations declined slightly. Nonferrous 
metal prices were better. 


Motor Trade Is Spotted. 


The motor, trade, aside. from the 
exemplification of its importance in 
industry shown by General Motors’ 
earnings, was spotted. Some companies 
were operatin_ at a good percentage of 
capacity, while others were marking 
time pending the appearance of new 
models, and current hints that a strug- 
gle for supremacy in the automobile 
market is impending. Tire manufac- 
turers were affected by a reduction in 
the price of casings to motor car 
makers. 

The oil industry was still struggling 
with its major problem, over produc- 
tion. Leading producers in the 
troublesome seminole field of Oklahoma 
launched a new effort to curtail the 
output of crude, by agreeing to restrict 
production to 450,000 barrels a day. 
Ray Collins was retained as an umpire 
over the field, to act with a committee 
of operators, and the cooperation of 
the Oklahoma Corporation Commission 
was counted as an asset in the fight. 


Commodities Fairly Steady. 


Commodity prices held fairly steady, 
with gains topping déclines. Corn was 
on the upside, while wheat was reac- 
tionary. Crops were reported in excel- 
lent conditions, and the expectation of 
a prosperous season for farmers brought 
prospects for increased business to farm 
implement lines. In an effort to facili- 
tate the movement of the enormous 
harvest of the near West, the Kansas 
City Reserve Bank reduced its redis- 
count rate from 4 to 344 per cent, at 
least for the crop-moving period.

IN VALUE OF SECURITIES 


Stock Exchange Yearbook 
Reveals an Increase.of 
$7,000,000,000, — 


BONDS BARE. DECREASE 


New York, July 31 (A.P.).—The enor- 
mous growth of the market value of 
securities listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange on May 1 is revealed in the 
latest yearbook, which places the total 


in excess of $77,000,000,000, an increase || 


of more than $7,000,000,000 over the 
preceding year. 

Listed stocks increased in market 
value from $33,456,926.872 on May 1. 
1926, to $40,507,450,825 on May 1, 1927, 
but bond values decreased from $36,- 


560,336,553 to $36,534,373,962 during. 


the same period. Although the average 
market price of all listed stocks is still 
below the high record of 70.47, estab- 
lished in November, 1925, the average 
on May 31} was 66.95, against 63.26 the 
year before. 

A feature of the new book, not in- 
cluded in last year’s edition, is a table 
showing weekly high and low interest 
rates on call loans since January, 1917, 


and detailed figures of the loans to 


stock exchange members during. the 
postwar period, 1918-1922, and for the 
first time are-given in full. 

Of the 1,100 memers of the ex- 
change, 968 have offices in New York 
City, while 132 have offices out of town. 
There are 473 stock exchange firms in 
New York City and 131 outside. Part- 
ners in stock exchange firms total 
2,894. 

The bond market on the exchange 
will be installed in new quarters in 
the building adjoining the exchange 
in t.e near futurg. The steady growth 
of trading in bonds is shown in a table 
of average annual bond trading. From 
1890 to 1899, the average annual bond 
trading was only $501,276,937, and in 
the last ten years was $3,148,522,662.

New York, July 31 (Associated Press). 
—A considerable softening of money 
rates last week was responsible for in- 
creasing activity in the bond market, 
but trading, nevertheless, continued to 
refiect the usual midsummer dullness. 
Many traders,are absent from the mar- 
ket during the vacation period, and 
much of the business in bonds is now 
being transacted over the counter, so 
that even with last week’s spurt, the 
average daily volume of sales remained 
well below the $10,000,000 mark. 

A somewhat brisker movement of 
high-grade listed bonds was a natural 
consequence of easing money. Such is- 
sues as Chesapeake 5s and Erie refund- 
ing 5s responded to increasing demand, 
and whereas issues of that class had 
been holding more or less steady, they 
became firmer as the week drew toward 
its*close. The market for convertible 
issues dropped sharply with. the gain 
in buying of first-class bonds, indicat- 
ing that the week’s demand was pre- 
dominantly of an investment order. 

New offerings came into the market 
in a larger str€am, two issues of $20,- 
000,000 or more swelling the aggregate 
to about $85,000,000, compared with an- 
proximately $73,000,000 in the preceding 
week and nearly $90,000,000 for the cor- 
responding period of 1926. For the first 
time this year, the weekly average for 
the month fell below $100,000,000. The 
issue of $30,000,000 United Steel Works 
(Germany) 6s led the list of new offer- 
ings last week, followed by the $20,- 
000,000 Pure Oil 54%4s. These offerings, 
both priced rightly below par, were re- 
ported promptly absorbed, which was 
regarded in bond circles as an indica- 
tion that the recent clogged condition 
of the market for new liens had been 
materially relieved by the flow of the 
unusually large volume of July rein- 
vestment. 

That the surplus still remains in for- 
midable proportions, however, was in- 


| dicated by the tendency of banking 


groups to endeavor to delay forthcoming 
new loans until fall. A heavy flow of 
foreign issues is rising over the horizon, 
estimates of which run as high as 
$800,000,000. Many bankers conversant 
with the situation, however, declare 
that the total will be closer to $500,- 
000,000, if not below that figure. 
German loans under negotiation are 
in the van, with an estimated aggre- 
gate of $200,000,000 or more on the way. 
These advances include issues to a 
number of industrial organizations, and 
several municipal and State govern- 
ments. The Polish loan, which has 
been in the process of negotiation since 
early in the spring, and a few govern- 
ment and municipal loans in various 
sections of central Europe also help 
to make up a huge aggregate of foreign 
issues expected to reach the New York 
market before the end of the year. 
The easy money conditions in the 
local market were again attributed to 
the presence of large quantities of gold 
and the relatively light demand for 


commercial credit. Belief was general

U. S. Player to Win 
British Title. 


ENVER, Colo., July 31 (A.P.).— 
Walter J. Travis, widely known 
’ golfer and former holder of the 
British open title, died here this after- 
noon. Travis had been in ill health 
for several years and had been in Den- 
ver for two weeks. His body will be 
taken East Monday to his Long Island 
home for burial, 


New York, July ly 31 (A.P.). —Walter 
Travis, who died today in Denver, 
Colo., at the age of 67, was one of the 
few outstanding golfers who took up 
the game late in life, but his consist- 
ent playing, marked by a putting sor- 
cery perhaps second to none, led him 
to the honor of being the first Ameri- 
can entrant to win the British ama- 
teur championship. 


Travis was born in Australia 
and came to the United States as 
a young man. In 1897 he began to 
attract attention in the golfing 
world and three years later he 
won the national amateur title. 
He repeated the performance the 
following year, lost in 1902, and 
won th> title again in 1903. 


It was in 1904 that he went abvoad | 


to lift the coveted British amateur 
crown, and he defeated a field of 104 
contestants.

Thetr Pace of Last Year 


Gehrig’s 35 Circuit Clouts Overshadow His 
9 of a Year Ago—Williams Had 
but 9 Last July 31.

GLANCE at the home-run records 

of those of today and those of 

a year ago reveal the folly of 
baseball experts, dopesters and others 
in their efforts to name a home-run 
leader each April as the curtain to 
the annuel baseball season rises, 

Without a doubt, Lou Gehrig, con- 
sidered one of the best ball players in 
the majors today, was never consid- 
ered as a contender for Babe Ruth's 
home-run crown, as his sixteen home 
runs for\the entire season last year did 
not forecast any indication that he 
would be where he is today in that 
respect, Latest statistics credit the 
Yankee first-sacker with 35 circuit 
clouts, one better than Babe Ruth, 

and 26 than he had last Au- 
gust 31, 

Babe, on the other hand, is keeping 
a little ahead of his 1926 mark, his 
84 bettering his mark of a year ago 
by 2. For the 1926 season Babe made 
47 and it appears as if he is most cer- 
tain to better that this year.

Tony Lazzeri, Al Simmons and 
Kenneth Williams are about even 
with thelr marks of Jast year, with 
15, 14 and 10, respectively, as com- 
pared with their 13, 13 and 11 of 
the 1926 campaign from April to 
August. 


Two other changes that spring up at 
this time are those of Fothergill and 


Manush, both of the Detroit Club, A 
year ago today the Tiger leftfielder had 
but a pair of homers, whereas his pres- 
ent record shows 8 On the other hand, 
Heine Manush has declined in circuit 
clouts about as rapidly as he has in his 
general batting average. Manush has 
5 homers this season, compared with 10 
@ year ago. It was in 1926 that he led 
the American League in average, with 
377, but his mark of this sesaon has 
dropped to about .300, 

Leon Goslin, of the local American 
League entry, is another one to live up 


to the dope based-on last season's per- 
formance, as his eighth thig year is 
just one back of last season's 9 at 
this time, and he bids well to equal or 
better his 17 for the season. 

Over in the National circuit Cy Will- 
jams, of the Phillies, is well ahead of 
his 1926 pace, when he made 18 cir- 
cwt drives for the. season. To date 
this year he hag 13 more than a year 
ago today, when the records credited 
him with but 9. Hack Wilson, the 
Cubs outfielder, has 19 at this writing, 
5 ahead of his 1926 pace, and bids well 
to better the 21 by which he led the 
senior circuit of a year ago. 


Rogers Hornsby, evidently is 
finding the Polo Grounds to his 
liking as he, too, is far in front - 
of his last year’s pace as is in- 
dicated by his 17 homers compared 
with 9 at this time last season 
and 11 for the entire year. Webb 
is a newcomer with the Cubs and 
his 18 is a good mark for the first 
season in the majors. 


Bill Terry, of the Giants, is also 
laying havoc with the 1926 pace as 
s evident by his 11. circuit clouts 
as compared with 2 a year ago today 
and hia 5 for the season. 

As. compared witn those who have 
been on the upgrade, Lester Bell, of 
the Cardinals, and Jacques Fornier, of 
the Braves, have taken a decline. Bell 
has amassed but 5 to date, compared 
with his 12 a year ago, while Fournier 
has but 4, whereas as a Dodger a year 
ago he was credited with 9. 

Heathcote, of the Cubs, Bottomley, 
of the Cardinals, Southworth of the 
Cardinals, Herman, of Brooklyn, and 
George Kelly, of the Reds, are well 
behind their last season’s pace, the 
last named, however, being out of the 
game due to an operation, 

Other differences can be noted 
among some of the other players too 
numerouus to mention.

F an employer wants to get a full 
I day's manual labor out of an ein- 

ploye, he must arrange to keep him 
cool, There seems to be no other way. 
The employer must make up his mind 
to pay for fans and refrigeration or) to 
pay a larger sum for time lost while 
the employe loafs on the job. In every 
industry, where there is a combination 
of hot air in the workroom and mén- 
ual labor by the employe, the think- 
ing employer will have to decide which 
costs him most. 

Some businesses are run by tale 
bang fellows who disregard all detail; 
others are run. by men who watch the 
corners. In the first group the men 
just cuss and sweat it out; in the src- 
ond group the probability is that cool- 
ing devices will be installed.

Stedman's medical dictionary Is 
standard.

“One of the minute openings of the 
sweat glands of the skin.” The term 
could also be used for the less nu- 
merous openings of the grease glands. 
There are small muscles in the deeper 
skin structures. Cold causes these 
muscles to contract. Heat causes them 
to relax. Contraction and relaxation of 
these muscles temporarily changes the 
size of these openings. The skin has 
what is called tone. Change in skin 
tone affects the size of these openings.

The grade of officer can 
not be attained before eight years as 
a chevalier. Only those who have been 
officers for five years can be made 
commanders. Grand officers must have 
been commanders for three years. To

Although complete figur.s for the fis- 
cal year, which ended June 30, are not 
yet available, Mr. Johnson today pre- 
dicted that the total immigration into 
the United States for the year will 
more than reach the 500,000 mdrk— 
the largest number of admissions since 
—— of the immigration act i 
“I have just received figures for {| 
eleven months of the fiscal year,” Mr. 
Johnson said, “leading me to believe 
that practically all quotas have been 
filled and that nonimmigrant and non- 
quota immigrant classes have been 
larger than ever before. The pressure 
of foreign peoples to enter jths coun- 
try continues,” 

The influx of —— is moving 
along established lines, Johnson said, 
with approximately 82,000 arriving each 
year. The movement of Mexicans is in- 
creasing. Both nationalities come ex- 
empt from the quota. 

“The final figures probably will show 
that more than 66,000 Mexicans came 
into the United States to reside per- 
manently during this year,” Mr. John- 
son declared. “This is an increase of 
about 7,000 over the previous year, and 
illegal entries from Mexico are probably 
twice the legal entries.” 

Mr. Johnson called attention to a 
considerable increase in admission of 
nonquota classes, estimating that the 
year will show a 50 per cent increase 
in admission of wives of American citi- 
zens and a 65 per cent increase in ad- 
mission of children of citizens.

NEARING COMPLETION 


Building for Broadcasting 
Plant Under Way at Mount 
Vernon Heights. 


PERMIT EXPECTED SOON 


The building which “will house the 
proposed Ku Klux Klan radio broad- 
casting station, when it receives a per- 
mit from the Radio Commission, is 
nearing completion on a piece of land 
which was formerly a part of George 
Washington’s Mount Vernon estate. The 
station is being built on what is now 
known as Mount Vernon Heights. 

The Klan, however, has not received 
as yet its permit to broadcast, al- 
though it is thought that former ob- 
jections of the Radio Commission to 
issuing the permit have been overcome 
by the purchase of Station WRTC, of 
Brooklyn, by the Independent Pub- 
lishing Co., of this city, which prints 
the “Fellowship Forum,” Klan publi- 
cation. 

James S. Vance, general manager of 
the publishing company, said last 
night that he expected the permit to 
be granted shortly. He said that call 
letters of the station and wave length 
will be issued soon. 

The new station is being built at a 
cost of more than $65,000, according 
to Mr. Vance. The station, with its 
equipment capable of reaching through- 
out the Southern States, will be avail- 
able for programs by all Patriotic socie- 
ties and fraternal organizations, he 
said.

Message Taught by Mission- 
aries Responsible, Says Den, 
Oriental Minister. 


The nationalistic movement in China 
is an attempt on the part of the 
Chinese to view through Oriental eyes 
the Christian message taught by the 
missionaries, the Rev. Kimber H. K. 
Den, of Nanchang, China, told 325 per- 
sons who attended the open-air serv- 


$ces held yesterday in Lincoln Park, 
under auspices of the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Interchurch Committee. 

Through the movement China hopes 
to gain national independence and 
democracy, he said. It is fostered py 
Chinese students who have returned 
from their studies in foreign universi- 
ties, where they have found freedom, 
he stated, adding that the Chinese owe 
more to America for this, their first 
definite problem, than to any other 
country.

Freeley Rohrer delivered the invocation 
and the Rev. H. L. Schlincke the bene- 
diction.

SCHOOL OF AVIATION 
INSTRUCTORS FORMED 


Uniformity in the Training of 
Students Is Desired 
by Army. 


A school for instructors at the Air 
Corps training center of the Army, 
Duncan Field, San Antonio, Tex., has 
been established to effect uniform 
methods in training of students. 

War Department officials said yester- 
day, that all officers on duty as in- 
structors at the primary flying school 
at Brooks Field, Tex., and the advanced 
flying school at Kelly Field, Tex., are 
required to take the course at this 
school, in addition to other pilots as- 
signed to duty as instructors at the 
primary flying school at March Field, 
Riverside, Calif. 

In explanation, officials said that it 
is well known that an instructor, re- 
gardless of the nature of the subject 
he is teaching, has his own ideas as to 
the manner of imparting it, and the 
Air Corps is desirous of eliminating in- 
dividual methods and instituting a 
standard method of instruction for 
students in each particular maneuver 
in flight.

IGAPITAL MAN INVENTS 


GUIDE FOR AVRPLANES 


C. Francis Jenkins Proposes 
Device to Make Safe Fly- 
ing in Fogs. 


OPERATED BV RADIO 


An electric bulb affixed to the in- 
strument board of an airplane, which, 
energized by a series of radio transmit- 
ting stations 25 miles apart, would 


guide the aviator on his course by the 
intensity of its glow, has been invented 
by C. Francis Jenkins, of this city. 

The invention is the fourth of a 
series of safety devices patented by 
Jenkins, which includes a launching 
runway, a propeller, reversing device 
and a landing altimeter. It is believed 
his latest discovery, the “radio guiding 
channel,” will overcome many of the 
dangers of flying in fog, the bitterest 
enemy of all airmen. 

The radio transmitting stations, lo- 
cated along the designated route, would 
be equipped with vertical antenna of 
a height and separation sufficient to 
bring them one-half a wave length 
apart, causing the waves to be radiated 
in one direction, Mr. Jenkins said. 

The ariplane flying the route would 
carry a receiving device built to usé 
the radiocast power, which would light 
the small indicator lamp on the ship’s 
instrument board. Watching the in- 
tensity of the light, the pilot would 
be able to tell at once when he is not 
keeping in the channel., If he leaves 
the route the bulb would become dim- 
mer, 
to the course. The device would make 
it unnecessary for the airman even 
to know the course he is flying, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jenkins.

WANT BONUS FUNDS 
TAKEN FROM BUREAU 


Payments by Agency, Created 
for War’s Marred Men, Held 
to Look Too Large. 


$500,000,000 TO BE 
ASKED OF CONGRESS 


Less Than 10 of Every 100 
Who Profit by Bonus Dis- 
abled Men, Letter Says. 


Payment: of the Federal bonus 
through another department in order 
that the public may understand that a 
large proportion of the annual appro- 
priation to the Veterans’ Bureau does 
not go to the disabled, is favored by 
the Disabled American Veterans, ac- 
cording to an announcement yesterday 
from the Washington office of that or- 
ganization. 

In meeting the President last Satur- 
day, Gen. Frank T. Hines, of the bu- 
reau, explained that the appropriations 
for his establishment will be $500,000 
for the next year. In anticipation for 
@ marked increase in the money Con- 
gress will set aside the D. A. V., imme- 
diately after the recent national con- 
vention, proposed to Director Hines 
that the bonus be divorced from the 
bureau. 

Letter Sent to Hines. 


The following letter of the Disabled 
Veterans Association to Director Hines 
yesterday explains the stand of the 
members: « 

“It is believed some equitable plan 
should be worked out without further 
delay to definitely dnd sharply differen- 
tiate between the cost of relief to the 
war’s disabled and the expense of the 
Federal adjusted compensation. 

“The most recent reports show there 
are today more than three and one- 
quarter million veterans who have had 
their bonus certificates issued to a 
value of $3,290,674,000, with six months 
still remaining during which it may 
reasonably be expected a vast number 
of additional applications will be filed. 

“To date, according to your recent 
public statements, cash has already 
been advanced on bonus certificates to 
65Q,000 veterans, which is approximately 
two and one-half times the number 
of World War men who are receiving 
disability compensation. Still the law 
requires that a certificate must be held 
at least two years before it has a loan 
value, so under these conditions it 
appears obvious the Veterans’ Bureau 
must expect a steady increase to the 
figures of 650,000 as the hundreds of 
thousands of other certificates already 
out reach the loan stage. 

“Prior to the recent congressional ac- 
tion, tens of thousands of these cer- 
tificates were deposited in . banks. as 
security on loans, and the recent m- 
formation furnished by the banks js 
that 95 per ceht of these have been 
defaulted. This means the security will 
be immediately forwarded to the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau for redemption while in 
the meantime the bureau will contine 
to make loans direct under the amend- 
ed law. 

“The item for adjusted compensa- 
tion in the last amnual general Vet- 
erans' Bureau appropriation is for 
about $112,000,000 and with the 
marked increase in this item that is 
now assured as the result of the cash 
loans, both through the banks and 
G@irect through the bureau, it would 
appear reasonable to expect the next 
annual appropriation for the Veterans’ 
Bureau will exceed $500,000,000.” 

“A comparison of ‘World War men 
who are today receiving benefits di- 
rect—such as compensation and hos- 
pitalization—will show that less than 
10 out of every 100 men who will 
profit by the bonus will ge disabled 
men.” 


“The average American believes the 
Veterans’ Bureau to be an agency for 
the relief of the disabled, and it does 
not seem fair to have citizens face the 
speedily increasiing appropriation for 
the bureau in the belief that all this 
money is going to the disabled when 
the most decided increase during the 
next few years promises to be to meet 
adjusted service certificates, most of 
wHich will belong to those who came 
through the war unscarred.”

The genius of Charlie Chaplin has 
never been more apparent than in his 
production, “A Woman of Paris,” the 
revival of which movie is now playing 
at the Little Theater. 

Made from a common enough sort of 
story, tawdry in its way, this film is 
notable chiefly for the subtlety with 
which it was directed and photo- 
graphed. Edna Purviance, known for 
her work in farce-comedy, gives a very 
real performance as Marie St. Clair, the 
heroine, who, despite adverse circum- 
stances, does come to a good end.

“Moulders of Men,” at the Rialto, is 
the best directed and most genuinely 
appealing melodrama that has flickered 
hereabouts in a season or two. It is 
understood to be sponsored by the Elks 
to show what they do) for crippled 
youngsters, but if this Is propaganda, 
more power to it. The Elkish element 
is not in the least obtrusive or even 
assertive.

Conway Tearle, as a doctor who de- 
votes his wealth and energy to war on 
the drug traffic, serving as chief of a 
Federal narcotic squad, has no very 
dificult playing task. He just has to 
be stern and dignified, noble and kind- 
ly.

The older boy, to get money 
for treatment of his brother’s leg, more 
or less unwittingly drives a car for 


/drug traffickers and gets caught. While

This is a lie made up by the crooks 
to enrage him. The doctor has taken 
the boy to the Elks’ Hospital, where a 
great surgeon cures him. Convicted, 
the older brother escapes on the way 
to prison, and goes to the doctor’s 
house for vengeance. The outcome is 
a climax that is not only tensely 
dramatic but emotionally sound and 
satisfying. 

Rex Lease’s picture of the sullen, 
cop-hating youth of the streets, with 
fine qualities cropping out in spite of 
himself, is an admirable piece of work. 
Frankie Darro, as the crippled boy of 
8 or 9, is amazingly good. Miss Mar- 
garet Morris has the only important 
feminine part, as a newspaper woman 
who acsists the crusader. A well-fed 
and agreeable’ looking player whose 
name is not available contributes some 
good comedy as a deputy drug sup- 
pressor. 

This is a clean, wholesome picture, 
intelligently devised and directed, with 
scarcely a false note throughout, un- 
less it may be in some slight overstrain- 
ing of sentiment. . 

In another “Snookums” comedy, the 
funny baby gets his father out of jail.

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Virtual Cloudburst ‘Makes 
Travel Uncertain on Road 
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RELATIVES, FOLLOWING, 
TRAPPED IN OPEN AUTO. 


President Wipes Off Window 
for Glimpse at Favorite 
Fishing Hole. 


Rapid City, S. Dak., July 31 (A.P.)— 
A severe rain and hail storm overtook 
President and Mrs. Coolidge on their 
return by automobile today from sere 
vices in the Hermosa Congregational 
Church, 12 miles from the Sumnier 
White House. 


The storm was a virtual cloudburst, 
and the White House limousine was 
forced down to a snail’s pace for a long 
stretch as the torrent made the wind- 
ing road to the Game Lodge uncertain 
to travel. 

For a time the hail was so thick it 
was impossible to see but a short dis- 
tance ahead. However, as the car was 
about to be stopped, the downpour 
eased off sufficiently to permit the 
journey to be continued. 

Riding in a closed car, Mr. and Mrs, 
Coolidge were protected from the ele- 
ments. Their house guests, however, 
Mr. and Mrs. Judd Wright, of Brainerd, 
Minn. and Mrs. Alice Kayser, of 
Davenport, Iowa, cousins of the Presi- 
dent, were riding in an open car behind, 
“Boots” Miller, one of the White House 
chauffeurs, saved them from drenching 
by timely work with the curtains, but 
even these could not keep out all of 
the driving storm. 


Secret Service Men Soaked. 


Secret service men riding immedle 
ately behind the President’s automo- 
bile in an open car were soaked. 

Mr. Coolidge wiped off the window 
pane of the automobile to look at his 
favorite fishing hole which he passed 
on the way. It resembled a small lake. 
Banks of the stream had been overe- 
flowed. 

The stream, usually a behaved one, 
was up to the roadsice in many places 
and the road itself resembled a creek 
along some of the way. 

Richard L. Jervis, chief of the secret 
service detail, who was riding with the 
President, estimated the storm was the 
worst in which a President has been 
forced to travel in many years. 

While the hailstornes were not large, 
a driving wind whipped the pellets 
earthward with considerable force and 
there were some broken window panes 
in cabins in the vicinity of the game 
lodge. ° 

This is the second consecutive weeke- 
end on which the President has had 
relatives at the summer White House. 
Mrs. Wright and Mrs Kayser are first 
cousins of Mr. Coolidge, being daugh- 
ters of his mother’s sister. 


Interested in Relatives. 


Mr. Coolidge is showing some interest 
in meeting his relatives out here. Yese 
terday he received a call from Miss 
Grace Oatman,. Guthrie Center, Iowa, 
who brought a message from Mark 
Moor, of that town, another first cousin 
of the President. Miss Oatman said 
Mr. Cooldige was very interested in 
hearing of his relatives. 

Reports cropped out here again to- 
day that the administration was pre-e 
pared to sanction a bill at the next 
session authorizing farmers to borrow 
up to 100 per cent of the value of 
their crops from a fund of $300,000,000 
to be set up by the Government for 
this purpose. 

The fund would be administered by 
a farm board to be selected by- the 
President and Secretary of Agriculture 
and would be loaned chiefly to coopera- 
tive marketing associations to enable 
them to hold crops when surpluses 
arose. Some persons here close to the 
President believe such a bill alrady has 
been drawn, but there is no official 
word on it from Prsident Coolidge nor 
will any person make a direct statement 
on it. 

However, such a plan has been foster« 
ed by the administration in the past 
and it is considered likely that it would 
be ready to indorse such a move again 
should Congress be content to give it 
sanction.
